Bad Toeth and Discaso. 


Had we the means, we would endow a 
charity, the great aim of which should be 
to prevent disease by <stablishing on in- 
stitution for the treatment of decayed and 
imperfect teeth. ‘There are more cases of 
disease of various kinds and various degroes 
of severity emanating from bad teeth than 
from almost any other cause, The trouble 
is easily 1emedied if taken in time ; but 
those who suffer most are they who have 
not the means to employ competent dent- 
ists. It is pitiful to see the children of the 
poor as they grow up, gradually losing their 
teeth by decay and neglect, and becoming 
dyspeptic at twenty, and old and haggard 
at thirty. Ifthere isa nobler charity than 
that which would supply free dentistry to 
the poor, and dentistry at cost to those who 
are able to pay no more, we know not what 
it is. 

But there are persons of ample means who 
pay no attention to their own teeth or those 
ofjtheir children, They should be taught 
the importance of attending to this matter, 
and if they then refused they should be 
punished for the neglect of an important 
duty towards their families. There is no 
excuse for any person’s having bad teeth. 
A child can be taught the importance of at- 
tending to the teoth, and every child that 
has his second front teeth should be provi- 
ded with a tooth-brush, and be required to 
use it at least once every day, using castile 
soap. Once in six months at furthest a 
dentist should be employed to examine the 
teeth and properly fill any that may be 
found decayed. Were this plan generally 
adopted, we should see no more toothless 
men and women,

Tho Rainfall of Manitoba. 


The Winnipeg Free Pressreports thatagood 
start has been made with the scheme for the ac- 
curate measurement of the rainfall of Mani- 
toba. A division of the province into four- 
teen district has been made, and with few 
exceptions observers have been appointed to 
take charge of the instruments, »nd to furn- 
ish reports of results at stated times, The 
Free Press a)so states that ‘‘it is hoped that 
during the present season three or four sta- 
tions will be established, at which a record 
will be taken of the amount of sunshine, a 
very important matter, as the returns will 
show that though the summers of Manito- 
ba are comparatively short they haye an un- 
usually large amount of sunshine, which ac- 
counts for the rapid growth of vegetation. 
Urgent representations have been made by 
the department of agriculture and statistics 
to the minister of marineand fisheries for the 
establishment of two additional complete 
meteorological stations, one in the north- 
west corner and the other in the southwest 
corner of tho province ; and itis hoped that 
these will be in operation before spring. The 
ministerof marine and fisheries has promised 
that as soon as improved telograph facilities 
will warrant he will ask parliament for an 
annual vote of $10,000 to increase the service 
in Manitoba.

Excollent proof of this theory is afforded 
by tho habit of some Indians of cating olay 
to appeaso hunger.

People who come under our hands, pro- 
fossionally, ladies cspecially, ask what they 
can do to be less fat or stout, while others 
again wish to know how they can gain ten 
or twenty pounds, Now, the amount of 
flesh depends greatly on the course of living, 
though some constitutionally have a fuller 
habit than others, while some scem to be 
constitutionally thin. In nino cases out of 
ten, those who are burdened with obesity, 
who have red faces or pimples, who are 80 
fleshy that they cannot exert themselves 
without getting out of breath, who are too 
plumb to be gracetul or comfortable— get 
into this condition by means of what they 
eat ;and a large portion of those who are 
thin are so because their diet is not that 
which is best calculated to produce proper 
health and a comfortable falleay Gener- 
ally, these fat red-faced people, who are in- 
clined to pimples, are of the blonde order. 
Those who are of the brunette order, in- 
stead of redness and pimples, have brown, 
rough complexions ; but both originate in 
the same dietetic errors, We caution such 
people that they should eat sugar very 
sparingly; that they should exclude the 
use of butter or oily matters, and especially 
puddings and pastry that are rich with lard 
or butter or sugar, They generally reply : 
‘*BatIam yory fond ofall that you men- 
tion, and eat a great deal of candy, and 
drink my coffee as sweet as it can be,” E 

When persons can digest starch, or, in 
other words, fine flour in all its forms— 
puddings, pastry, also butter, sugar and 
oily matter generally—they become load- 
ed with fat, because these articles tend to 
peatcd fatness and not strength or vigor. 

uch food provides nothing for the up- 
building of brain or muscle, It will often 
be fourd that fat people are very weak ; 
they have neither toughness nor strength, 
On the other hand, thin people are often so 
by using the articles ot diet which make 
the other people fat ; they cannot digest the 
sugar, butter and fine flour to any consider- 
able extent, consequently their systems are 
kept ina feverish,, dyspeptical state ; they 
become nervous to the last degree, and the 
fact is that their life is being burned out, 
and many such people go into consumption 
for no other reason'than that their diet is 
such as to produce an inflammatory state, 
while the people who can digest such food 
lay it on in the shape of fatness and die, 
prematurely, of fatty degeneration of the 
hearr, liver or kidneys, We would recite 
cases where persons have gained ten pounds 
4 month by changing their diet, and we re- 
member one lady who was 34 years of age 
and weighed 256 pounds, We advised her 
to adopt tho use of lean meat, Graham 
bread and simplo vegetables, with tart 
fruit, and though she maintained her 
sétenettt and vigor she fell off six pounds a 
month for six months, and was working 
down to 170, which was about the proper 
Weight for one of her frame. And we re- 
member an opposite case—that of a young 
man who weighed 103 pounds and stood 
five fect cight inches high. He was using 
articles which kept his system blazing hot— 
such as sugar, butter and fine flour. We 
advised him to take Graham bread and oat- 
‘meal ond beef, and in less than three 
months hoe had reached the weight of 135 
pounds. People sometimes hear it said that 
sugar, butter and fine flour produce fat- 
ness, and #0 they do inpeoplo who can 
digest them, though they produce nothing 
else bat heat and

Does any body believe that half of t: e doc- 
tors with whom the country swarms would 
make salt to theirsoupif people would eat 
and drink less and satisfy their bodily wants 
on cheaper and more wholesome fare? 
We do not think so, The most 
of doctors’ really effective workis to counter- 
act as faras they can the evil results of 
idleness, luxury, gluttony and lust, 
and people are crying out about their 
stomachs, andare treating one another to 
long and niournf=1 confidences on the con- 
dition of their bowels, when the fact is that 
their sufferings arise from the protests of 
outraged nature, and trom the wise and kind 
arrangements of the great Creator, that 
those who sin against the laws of their phy- 
sical beings, must suffer for it in one way or 
another. What numbers there are whose 
lives are one long moan, who goaboutas if 
it were asin to smile, and whoaresure that 
some dreadful calamity will come down up- 
on them before they are many weeks older?

Lois 
is notably not the case, The best tables are 
spread in our cities ana villages, and the 
rural population with abundant means o 
luxurious living, have a scant variety of 
food, In the older States there has been im- 
provement, but it falls far rhort of that 
variety and excllence whica the highest 
vigor of body ond mind demands, 
now we neod not travel far trom the rail- 
road to find large districts where there is no 
market or butcher's cart, and the traditional 
“hog and hominy,”’or salt junk and potatoes, 
is the staple food the year round. With the 
advantages which the farmer bas, there inno 
apology for this low scale of living. Hois 
by profession a p oducer of food, and ought 
tondvertise his business by the excellent 
quality of the food displayed upon lis table, 
Cred meats aro well cnough in their place, 
but we want toad to our faith in these, 
tho virtues of a long list of vegetables, the 
Knowledge of a still lar, er list of fruits, and 
the temperate enjoyment of their abundance 
the year round. While the farm or planta- 
tion must be given to the production of sta- 
ple crops for the raising of money, the gar- 
den and fruit yard should be enlarged for 
the express purpose of raising the touo of 
health and enjoyment in tho family, Paul 
was orthodox upon the subject when hg 
taught: “But if any provide not for his 
own, and especially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith and is worse 
than an infidel,” There 1s much infidelity of 
this sort lurking in the shadows of our rural 
sanctuaries. It takes but little land to have 
treos andshrubs pleasant to the sight, and 
good for food, beyond all the reasonable 
wants of a family, On a single acre, well 
tilled and cared fur, al the better sorts of 
fruits and vegetables adapted to the climate 
may be grown in sufficient abundance to 
give variety 10 the table every day in the 
year. Apples are good, but they may be 
supplemented by pears, peaches plums, 
apricots, and cherries of the early and late 
varieties, The currant is an adinirable mid- 
summer fruit, bat strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries, and gooseberries are quite as 
easily raised, Wild grapes are better than 
nothing, but Concords and Delawares are 
very much better, and will mature good 
crops with very little care. Potatoes and 
turnips are wholesome diet, but we can add 
to them with profit, asparagus, lettuce, cau- 
liflower, squashes, tomatoes, ezg-plant and 
a long paying list of vegetables. Ignorance 
of their cultivation is no apology for the 
absence of these fruits and vegetable: about 
a former's house, It only needs a litttle en- 
terprise to add largely to our home supplies 
of food. Now isa good time to make up a 
list of trees for planting, and to buy seeds. 


Keop the Cattle Under Covor. 


Even now, in some of the newer regions of 
the West, the easiest way to get rid of the 
manure is considered the best. The English 
farmers haye long been obliged to feed farm 
animals largely tor the fertilizers they yield, 
and this has proyed that covered yarda afe 
the most economical. These coversare riot 
so expensive as might be supposed at first 
thought, Substantial sheds, large enough 
to accommodate a hundred head of cattle, 
may be built at a cost all the way from 
$1,000 to $1,500, according te the locality 
and price of labor and lumber. The root 
may be made with three ridge poles resting 
upon outside walls, and two rows of pillars. 

ere should be ample Prost for ventila- 
tion and the escape of the water falling upon 
the roof. The original cost will not be many 
dollars per head, and the interest on this 
will represent the yearly cost. If this

A test of the new process—known as 
the ‘‘Marakell process” —of converting iron 
into steel was made at Niagara on the 16th 
in presence of experts from Hamilton, 
Guelph, Hellevillo and Toronto, The old 
Ontario car works have been purchased by 
the proposed Marakell steel company, of 
which Mr. Wm. Bell, of Guelph, 18 proviy 
sional president. ‘The test made in a 
retort of peculiar construction. Bdge tools, 
fies, safe plate iron, railroad iron, hammers 
and horseshoes (all made of common iron) 
to the extent of nearly a ton, were put into 
the retort the night previous, and were 
taken ont the next day in the proeengs of 
the experts. ‘The files were broken in dif- 
ferent parts, and revealed # beautiful frac- 
ture of fine steel. Some of the gentlemen 
present said it was fine enough for the 
manufacture of razors or surgical instru- 
ments, The more bulky portion of the 
iron, the railroad iron for instance, was 
atooled through for a quarter of an inch, A 
cold-chisel or a file could not make the 
slightest impression on its surface. Mr.

Tho 
seoret of the proceas consists in the skilful, 
application disrin chemicals, the gases ' 
of which are forced into the retort from a!

which a piece of iron is to be steoled ean be | 
detormined at pleasure, Length of time | 
and voluine of chomical gases rogulate that 
part of it.

Some ot 
the net profits hop’ growers inade last fill 
known in the 
history of tho business, ‘Thousands upon 
thousands of hop poles are now passing over 
the railroads leading from the region of 
northern New York and Canada, Some of 
the loads look as if the extremes of the al- 
lowabloe bad been cut down to be preased 
Some of the poles are mere 


to be planted for telegraphic wire supports. 
It is safe to assume that many thousand 
acres will this apring be set out with hops 
in Central New York, and that another 
winter the railroads will do ® hop-pole 
transportation business far surpassing any- 
thing of the kind ever before knowa in their 
avnds, The probable result of this rush 
into the business of hop growing will be the 
reduction of prices to a low point, perhaps 
to remain there for along time, until, dis- 
couraged, a large proportion of the raisers 
plough up their yards, thus relieving the 
tiarket.

The Exp'osion at Callaghan’s. 


The Norwoot Register gives the following 
additional details of the recent explosion at 
Callaghan’s Rapids: The rapids are on the 
Crow river, in the township of Belmont.

“The Charch of England dates its exiat- 
ence a8 a nationa) body, independent of the 
papal see, from the passage of the Act. of 
Supremacy (1534), and received its dis- 
tinctive doctrinal character at the adoption 
of these forty-two articles in the reiga of 
Edward VI. 

By way of explanation, the Thirty-nine 
Articles above mentioned were first pre- 
pared by Bishops Ridley and Cranmer, and 
numbered 42 (1552); also a liturgy (1549) 
after the above worthies were executed by 
Mary, and during the reign of Elizabeth, 
The convention of London (1562) adopted 
39 articles on the basis of the former 42, as 
a liturgical directory for the Anglican 
church, Both were combined for the more | 
general use in the Book of Common Prayer. 
Theso were incorporated into the English 
statutes by an act of parliament (13 Eliz. c 
ii, April 1571). This was nearly fifty yeara 
subsequent to Henry VIII being termed} 
“Defensor fidei” by the pope of Rome, 
which honor, as is well known, led to his 
bold demand relative to his illicit alliance 
with AnneBoloyn. The pope having rejected 
his request, his kingship declared himself the 
pope of England, or of the coming English 
church. 

Now, sir, while we entirely disapprove of | 
carping upon church pedigree, church cere- 
mony, etc., especially when before a con- 
gregation of immortal souls, who need the 
religion of Christ, presented on the accept- 
able terms of the gospel, at the same time 
we highly appreciate reliable historic au- 
thority fur facts.

quantity is too great, every meaps of getting 
rid of it is employed by the system, the 
breath becomes loaded with the morbid 
matter, as also the skin, and the kidneys 
make their joint effort to dispose of it, 
one pulls up the wick of a lamp, three times 
as much oil is consumed as when it was 
properly adjusted, and the result is a lorg 
red blaze which gives but little light, and a 
fog of black snidic fills the air. ‘Chis is un- 
consumed carbon, and when one overeats, his 
system, in like manner, is overcharged with 
undigested food; his lungs labor to dispose 
of anything taken into the system which is 
abnormal or unwholesome, The execrable 
breath of the drunkard is unfortunately 
known to many who are obliged to come in 
contact with intemperate friends; a great 
quantity of alcohol loaded with effete mat- 
ter is thrown off through the lungs. If ono 
were to put his little finger inton vial of tur 
pentine so that the finger would con tituts 
4 perfect stopper, his breath would indicate 
the presence of turpentine in less than five 
minutes. The finger would absorb it, it 
would get into the circulation and be thrown 
off through the lungs. What can wo expect 
but a bad breath if we live improporly, if we 
eat bad food, or drink spirituous liquors, or 
load our system with tobacco? It 18 said of 
tho cannibals that they will not eat the flesh 
of a tobacco chewer, it ia so highly charged 
witb the taste and odor of tobacco, and such 
medical students as do not chew or amoke 
are offended in the disscoting-room by tho 
odor which emanates from thw fresh subject 
on tho dissecting-table who has been accus- 
tomed to the use of tobacco. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, for morals and decency, three. 
quarters, if not! nine-tenths, of the medical 
students use tobacco, We counted over 
filty students smoking in tho lecture-room of 
a Now York medical college while waiting 
for the professor to come in aud commonce 
his “locture on Toxicology, especially Nar 
cotic Poisons,” and in less than five minutes 
he dwelt upon the delererious effects ot tho 
poison of tobacco, With a clean mouth and 
Roalthy stomach, with proper food and 
drink, and a morving band-bath, there will 
bo no necessity to comp!ain ot bad odors from 
the body or of bad Lreath

THE SNOW BLOCKADE. 


Trains Snowed Up and Trafic 
Suspended—Ali Night In 
the Cars, 


From the Peterborough Review. 

The storm and gales of Tuesday night and 
Wednesday of last week made bad word on 
the railway lines. The Graud Junction train 
left here on Wednesday morning for Pelle- 
ville, and after hard pushing, and picking 
up the scction men along the road to assist 
With the r shovels, it got as far as Keen 
and tlen returned, the track this way hav- 
ing been cleared by a snow-plough. It got 
back to Peterborough at about eight o'clock 
in the evening. Another Grand Junction 
train left Belleville on Wednesday morning 
comihg this way, and reached Hastings at 
about 10 o'clock, There it remained until 
the track was cleared, and arrived here at 
about 9 o'clock in the evening. 
The Midland line was also complete) 
blocked by the snow. The Tuesday night's 
train arrived here about a quarter to 11 on 
Wednesday morning. The regular train 
from Port Hope left that town at about 2 
o'clock on Wednesday afternoon, with two} 
engines to pull it through. Before it reached 
Millbrook another engine came up to it and 
rendered assistance, Rat its progress was 
etl yery slow. ‘There was a large number 
of passengers in the train, inclading the 
Peterborough amateur dramatic company, 
who were to have given an exhibition in 
Lindsay in the evening, but not being able 
to get to that town they were making their 
way home. At Millbrook refreshments 
were received, and at 8:15 p. m. the train, 
with three locomutives, started for Peter- 
borough. Slow progress was made until a 
point was reached this side of Millbrook, 
when the train stood still, a mountain of 
snow higher than the smoke stack having 
blocked its passage. Here the train re- 
wained all night, utterly unable to proceed, 
and the passengers had the doubtful pleas- 
ure of using the seats in the coaches for 
sleeping couches, 
Lurly next morning several of the passen- 

era walked to Fraseryille and procured 
Breaktast, A snow plough sent out from 
Peterborough reached the trains next morn-

We haye credited Dore with genius; and 
it is, ‘as it seems tous, os undeniable that 
he had genius as itis that Robson had gen- 
ius. What Robson might have done as an 
actor, what Dore might have done as a 

air ter, had both cultivated their gifts in a 

ifferent way at the time when cultivation 
is of the highest impertance, is matter for 
fancy rather than for opinion. Both e 
celled in a strange commingling of the gro- 
tesque and the terrible, and neither could 
reach that nearest approach to perfection in 
pure art which has been reached by artists 
of possibly less ardent and certainly more 
restrained temperament. It was Dore’s mis- 
fortune that he did not recognize the limits 
which want of training imposed upon his 
capacities. He had, it may le presumed, 
both from the internal evidence of his worl, 
from what has been written about him since 
his death, a repugnance, and a not unnatur- 
al reppgnance, to the pedantries with which 
art is sometimes surrounded, and he lacked 
the wit to distinguish between what is un- 
necessary formalism and what is necessary 
restriction His imagination was unusually 
powerful, and ‘\e did not or would not recog- 
nize the fact that imagination will not suf- 
fice to produce a great picture unless it goes 
hand in hand with thought, study, finish— 
in a word, with art.. Nor would it seem un- 
likely that on the question of imagination 
alone Dore was sometimes misled by his 
temperament ; that he mistook the the- 
atrical for the dramatic, the pretentious for 
the noble ; and that, when he had produced 
an effect? which was in one senso big ho was 
satisfied that ho had done a thing which 
was great, The picture of ‘Christ leaving 
the Pretorium"” leads one to think that this 
may have been the case, and as an illustra- 
tion of the painter's artistic teeling is farth- 
er curious ie the many repetitions of the 
same type of face and expression which may 
be noted in it, and especially noted among 
the Roman soldiery. To compare this more 
ambitions than happy effort with Dore's best 
work asan illustrator is, in a different do- 
gree, like comparing Cruikshank’s picture in 
the National Gallery with his illustration of 
Fagin in tho condemned cell, or with some 
of the illustrations to Ainsworth’s romanoas, 
Dore's gonius was essentially for tle roman- 
tic: and especially for that form of the ro- 
mantic which is associated most nearly with 
the phrase, ‘the romantic school.” 1t was 
his to exhibit with his pencil the mixed 
emotions which pedantry did its best to 
keop out of French literature and art, un- 
til the beginning of the movement which 
fought and won a hard fight in the 1830 
f riod. Ho was, as has been justly said of 
him, nm brilliant rebel; bvt, like many 
rebels in history, he lacked discipline, Dis- 
cipline might have taught him, if common 
sons did not, not only that nothing great 
in the highest branch of art can be attained 
without ot leastan attempt at the highest 
finish, but also that it is imponsible to use 
the materials and methods of one branch of 
artfora branch which is entirely difforent, 
A true painter may p: a picture bigger in 
ize than Dore's or amullor than M, Meisso- 
nior’s, and it shall still bea picture which is 
in its place in a private collection or a public 
gallery, and not, as with Dore's big pictures 
asort of towrde force on the part of a man 
charged with artistic inatincts of a cortaiu 
sort, and unable to distinguish between the 
requirements of the art of the painter and of 
the art of the scene-painter. There haye 
been, and thore aro u vw, living artists who 
hayo beon painters and scone-paintors both, 
but they have acquired their double honors 
by the hardost of training, and they haye 
nover mixed up the functions of two branche 
of art innoithor of which was Doro a past 
master.

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Prohistoric History. 


On the, 17th of January I witnessed the 
discovery of a amall terra cotta coffia, 0,40 
m. long, 0.25 m. wide, 0.12 m. deep, which 
co: tained the following objects. Five small 
bones of an infant, a small fibula of copper, 
five small cups of black ware, a piece of 
silex irre, lanly shaped, and a piece of store 
shaped like a leaf, which could be taken tor 
an axe-head were it not of limestone, These 
finds area perfect boon for all of us, and the 
reason needs not to be explained, Many 
conjectures have been proposed ag to the 
stage of civilization on the banks of tho 
Tiber at the time when Rome was built on 
the Pallanteum, Some one thought that 
our ancestors were not far from the age of 
polished stone; some one proposed the 
bronze period as the origin of Roman chron- 
ology ; and, lastly, some believe that the 
use of iron was not unknown to the early 
settlers on the seven hills. During the last 
12 years, in the lower strata of Roman soil, 
many relics of prehistoric age have been 
found — flint, bronze, iron implements, 
archaic pottery, fibuli, armil of bronze or 
copper, and so on, These materials, how- 
eyer, come from every quarter of the town, 
from the Esquiline, from the line of the 
Servian walls, from the: bed of the Tiber, 
an‘l their discovery, besides, has not been 
carefully or exhaustively studied from a 
paleo-ethnological point of view. The Pala. 
tine, the cradle of Rome, the Capitol, and 
the surrounding Valleys are known to con- 
tain many such miateridls;but a thorough 
exploration of these grounds is still a desid- 
eratum. The gap is splendidly filled up by 
the discoveries of Antemne, “Here we have 
a town, a settlement, contemporary with 
the foundation of Rome, the life of which 
}was extinguished only a few years later ; 
consequently we may safely assume that the 
stage of civilization of Antemna represents 
with a wonderfal exactitude the stage of 
civilization of Rome at the same period. —

Vaccination and Small-Pox, 
To the Editor, 


Sir, —If the opponents of vaccination, n 
their endeavour to show that it has no in- 
fluence on small pox, either preventive or 
mitigating, find no sure ground in the region 
of controversy, but do find it before the con- 
troversy began, there is no rcason to object 
to their taking their stand upon it. 

It cannot, ther fore, Le toofoften repeated 
that one hundred years ago, when there was 
no question of vaccination possible, the ave- 
rage percentage of deaths’ to cases of small- 
pox in hospitals was 18. The disease of 
small-pox remains the'same in all its char- 
acteristics, The averaje percentage of 
deaths to cases in hospitals is now 18, al- 
though from three-fourths to four-fifths of 
the patients are recorded as vaccinated. 
There can, therefore, be no connection be- 
tween the two things. 

Tho records of hospitals which show, 
like that of Hampstead, a large percentage 
of deatlis to cases, among those recorded 
as unvaccinated, are incorrect, because the 
classification is made upon the absurd rale 
of observation of marks, which, owing to 
the nature of the disord nin severe and 
probably fatal cases very rarely be seen, 

Those who are fully aware of all the facts 
of the cave aro not therefore deluded by such 
figures, Which aré not entitled to the name 
of statistics, since they do not represent 
facts.

To make incombustible writing and print- 
ing paper, asbestos of the best quality is 
treated with potassiuin permanganate and 
then with sulphuric acid. About 95 per 
cent. of sach asbestos is mixed with 5 
cent. of wood pulp in water contain’ 
borax and glue. .A fireproof ink is made 
platinous “chloride” and oil of lavender, 
mixed for writing with India ink aud gum, 
and for printing with lamp-black and var- 
nish, 

M. Cornu thinks that’ he has ascertained 
by experiment that the glowing of phos- 
phorus is due toa volatilization 'ot its mass 
and a subsequent production of ozone by 
clectrical energy generated by the volatili- 
zation of the phosphorus. Phosphorus does 
not glow at all in oxygen under high pres- 
sure, because, says M, Cornu, volatilization 
is impeded and at a'certain limit becomes 
too slow to ozonize the oxygen. Gases 
which prevent the formation of oxygen also 
prevent phosphorescence,

The place most productive of this mineral

average cost of the box of mercantile ware 
has varied since 1878 between about £6 to 
£10 (last year it was about the former), 
refuse ware can be had at about an cight of 
tho price, There are ten qualities, and each 
is to be had in four sizes, there being twenty- 
five to forty pieces of tho first aize per box, 
and 450 to 1,500 piecos of tho fourth (the 
box is thirty inches Jong eight inches broad 
and 15) inchos deep.) In the last two de- 
cades the export of moerschaum has con- 
siderably increased; from 3,000 boxes in 
1855, it has rison to 11,100 in 1881, In 
Constantinople the trade is managed by 
about fifteen firms—Austrian, Bulgarian, 
Greek, Armenian and Tarkish—who bring 
tholr wares into the Vienna market, The 
largo importation into Vienna may bo said 
to dato from between 1850 ard 1860, when 
the production of pipe-bowls end cigar-tips 
was groatly increased for export to Eng.

life, the wombat alone excepted. No mat 
tor how hungry he may be, he will not touch 
this £-tand sluggish marsupial, though, ax 
it subsists on fruit alone, it would seem to 
be moat odible. By ne means awift or agilo, 
and sneaking and crawling in habits, tho 
zobra wolf nevertholoss manages to kill the 
kangaroo in «defiance of its boastod leaping 
powers and powerful claws of its biad feot, 
and to secure the ornithorynchus, or com. 

on duck bill, in spite of its subterranean 
burrows and natatory habits, It does not 
oven hesitate to scizs upon and devour the 
prickly echidna, a much more formidablo 
mouthful than any porcupine; and even 
prowls tho soa shore searching for food 

ony the heteregenous masses flung up by 
the waves, renewed or addel to By euch 
succeeding tide, Shore crabs, which dot 
the beach in numbers alter every flood, are 
caught with no little dexterity, and mussols 
and limpots are vendily detached from the

In size this wolf approaches a large setter 
or Newfoundland dog, averaging perhaps a 
little more than five feet in fopgth rom 
snout to tip of tail, the latter appendazo 
claiming a little more than on:thivd’ of tho 
measurement ; but specimens are cometimen 
killed that exceed this by half a yard ; at 
tho shoulders it is some twenty or twenty- 
twoinchesinhcight The feet are protect- 
ed on their bottoms by rough pads, and the 
toes, of which there are five on the fore feet 
and but four on the hinder onez, are all 
armed with short, straight powerfal claws, 
Tho head is very like that of a dog, the 
muzzle being long, narrow and pointed, 
with a white, grizzled upper lip, sparsely 
sprinkled with a few black hairs, a few of 
which also ornament the cheeks and ridges 
above the eyes. ‘The ears are sharp, point- 
ed, erect, very broad at their base, ana 
covered with hair both without and within ; 
while the eyes aresharp, full and black, and 

rotected with a false or nicticating mem- 

rane like the owl, to shut out the unwel- 
come light of the sun, for it is nocturnal in 
habits, ra:ely venturing ont during the day, 
but hiding in the recesses of the rocks among 
which it chiefly dwells, Of a general gray- 
ish-brown hue, mixed with yellow, banded 
above with a series of black stripes, which 
beginning at the shoulder diversifies the 
whole back to the tail, gradually increasing 
in length on the haunches, and prolonged on 
to the thighs, it is this marking which gives 
rise to its many names of zebra, hyena, and 
tiger wolf. 

‘There are several reasons why the ani- 
mal is seldom exhibited in captivity. 
First, they are exceedingly sly snd wary, 
and are hidden in dens most difficult of ac- 
cess, where day-light ecldom penetrates, 
and where the female brings forth her young, 
four at a litter, remaining with them and 
supplied with food by her spouse until they 
are able to care for themselves. Second, 
when brought to bay by dogs, they fight with 
incredible fury, and yield only when torn in 
pieces. Again, the hatred of the settlers is 
so intense, that scarce any reward is suf- 
ficient to purchase the life of a captured ani- 
mal, 

Formerly they were quite prevalent in 
‘Tasmania ; they would seem never to havo 
been known on the continent of Australia, 
but by degrees the guns, traps, and poison- 
ed baits of the settlers have prevailed, 
stimulated by the bounties offered ; and the 
war of extermination has waged so fiercely, 
that the wolves have been driven from the 
haunts that once knew them, the few sur- 
vivors being confined to the wildest and 
most inaccessible regions of the Humboldt 
Mountains and Hampshire Hills,—Scientife 
American.

Hot 
broth, beof tea, or beef essence can be 
bought, butare far better made at homo ; 
hot milk, ginger tea, cayenne pepper tea, 
and an article called tabasco, which is hot- 
ter than ordinary enyonne, Aorated drinks 
—lemon, soda, zocdono, and ginger alo can 
be kept in tho house, and are harmloss, the 
tang being givon by fixed air; the homo- 
mado beers, on the contrary, are treachor- 
ous, the life depending directly on fermen- 
tation. Refroshing drinks are cold milk, 
buttermilk, whoy, drinks from lemon and 
othor avid fruits, Horsfovd's acid phosphate, 
aodwhat is just as effectual and much 
cheaper, dilute phosphoric aoid. A few 
drops in water, sweotencd, nyakes a ploasy 
ant drink, aud ten cents’ worth will last for 
months. Oatmeal water, Just a handful in 
a pitcher of water, This iy both refreshing 
aad strengthening, especially in sammor.

Gambotta's Eyo, 


So many stories have been told concorn- 
ing M. Gambetta’s eye that it becomes neces- 
saryto re-establish the true facts of the case 
The injury way duc toan accident. A tool 
escaped from the hands of a workmanin a 
a turner’s shop and struck Gambettain the 
face, blinding him in one. eye, Gambetta 
was buta boy then. In tho course of years 
the anterior part of the globe gradually 
dilated, and became so large that io could 
no longer close the eyelids. In 1867 Gam- 
betta was introduced by his friend Dr, 
Fienzal to the celebrated oculist De Wecker 
who declared that the wounded eye must be 
at once excised. De Wecker describes the 
operation which he performed in the Gazelle 
Hebdomadaire de Chirurgie. The eye, which 
was pear-shaped, had grown to double its 
normal size, and its antero posterior diam- 
eter measured nearly five centimetres, In 
thres days Gambetta was able to quit his 
bed, and he was very e00n completely

De Wecker preserved the eye, but he ulti- 
mately lent it to the renowned histologist, 
Prof. Iwanoff, remarking at the time that it 
was theeye of a man destined, he was sure, 
to enactan important part in the history of 
his country. ‘wo years ago Prof. Iwanoff 
died at Mentone, having still in his posses- 
sion Gambetta’s eye. This relic, together 
with Prof. Iwanoft’s collection, was handed 
over tohis most devoted pupil, the Duke 
Charles of Bavaria, brother of the Empress 
of Austria and of the ex-Queon of Naples, 
Thus the eye of the statesman and patriot, 
who, as dictator, contributed more than an. 
one else to raise armies and resist the Germn 
invasion, is now in the hands of a German 
prince.

Reolaiming tho Campagna. 


An interesting and important experiment 
has been going on for several years at the 
abbey of the Tre Foutano, in the Roman 
Campagna, under the direction of the Trap: 
pist monks, its purpose being to decide 
whether or not the cultivation of tho soil 
would assistin puritying the poisonous at- 
mosphere of the npagna. ‘Tho results 
thus far have beon most satisfactory, At 
first the monks were obliged to live with 
in the city during the bad season ; but since 
the ground came under cultivation, and 
above all since the Hucalyptus globulous was 
planted on a large séalo in the noighbor- 
hood, the abbey has boon inhabited all the 
year round, and the fevers from which its 
inmates still suffer aroof a mild character 
and rarely fatal; where as at the outsct some- 
thing like a fourth of the little community 
had ‘succumbed every year. ‘Lhe health of 
the 281 convicts employed on the works is 
satisfactory, the average annual deaths 
from malaria not exceeding threo. Tho gov- 
ornment has lately mado a very large grant 
of land in perpetuity to the Drppiats;

Vaccination by law has come to a dead- 
lock in Leicester, ‘Tho last company of pa- 
rents, seventcon in number, summoned and 
fined 10s, cach, have refused to pay, and 
the Board of Guardians hayo declined to 
insuo distress warrants, to be followed, as 
bofore, by pablio auctions, amid riot and 
confusion, Mr, Lennard, in moving that 
warrants be not issued, observed :

Impudent Robbery of $4,400 by a 
Bank Clerk, 


Wurrsy, March 21. 
At the assizes here to-day the grand jury 
found a true bill against Ralph D. Cole, 
charged with having on January 27th last 
embezzled $4,400 belonging to the Ontario 
bank. Cole is not forthcoming, and a bench 
warrant Was issued for his apprehension. 
There is an interesting story connected 


had to 


with this case which has not hitherto been 
made public. He isa young man of nine- 
teen, and was employed as a junior clerk in 
the branch of the Ontario bank in Whitby. 
Last January a package of bills of other 
banks, amounting in value to $4,400, was 
made up in the bank in the evening, in order 
to be expressed to Toronto by the first train 
the next morning. Young Cole was_in- 
structed to get up and meet the early train 
and send off the package, and the keys of 
the bank safe were entrusted to him for that 
purpose. ‘The bank safe was arranged as 
follows: First wus the brick vault with 
iron doors; inside of that was a large and 
heavy safe of first-class construction; inside 
the large safe was a smaller metal box or 
safe called “the treasury.” There were two 
keys to this treasury, one ee by the local 
manager and one.by the teller, and both 
these persons had to be present before it 
could be opened. On the night in question 
there was at least thirty thousand dollars 
Outside the treasury, but inside the large 
safe, was the express package of $4,100, 
also some unsigned and unissued new bills 
of the Ontario bank. When the bank was 
closed for the night tho keys of the large 
safe and of the vault were given to young 
ole, and he was told to send off the pack- 
age. Tho manager and teller, of course, 
Kept the treasury keys, The reason the 
money was not handed to the express com- 
pany that evening is supposed to be because 
they decline to keep such large suins of 
money over night, Next morning conster- 
nation spread through the bank in conse- 
quence of Cole BpRetig with the story 
that the keys of the safe and vault were 
gone—that they had been lost or stolen 
from him—and that he had not been able to 
oxpress the package of bills to Toronto, He 
told his tale plausibly, and stuck to it with 
remarkable coolness, aud had even the ef- 
frontery to ask the opinion of the bank 
solicitor whether the bank could hold him 
liable, remarking that he thought thoy 
ought not to, as it was very careless to en- 
trust the keys toa junior like him, The 
opinion of the bank solicitor (if given) is not 
recorded, 

Workmen were summoned to break open 
tho vault, and this philosophical youth sat 
by calmly working at his desk whilst the 
men were hammering and banging away at 
tho vault, the keys of which he could have 
produced in half « minute, as it afterwards 
turned out, The vault was opened after a 
while, but the large safe proved too tough 
for any local ‘‘crackaman” to crack, ‘Tor: 
mented by anxiety for tho safety of the 
large sum in the treasury, and not even 
knowing whether the $4,400 was gone or 
not, the bank officiala had no option but to 
sond the big safo to Taylor's safe works, in

To the township of Hope belongs the! 
credit of being the first to take advantage 
of the Ontario government's recently en- 
acted tree planting act. The township has 
passed a by-law giving a bonus of twenty- 

ve cents for every tree planted and pro- 
tected for three years after planting, in con- 
formity with the act, When the three years 
are passed the township will be entitled to 
receive back from the local government one- 
half the amount paid as bonus. We look 
to see scores of townships following this 
example, Hundreds of thousands of shade 
trees ought to be planted along the road- 
sides during the coming spring. The gov- 
ernment has provided a means by which | 
farmers can get their farms lined with trecs 
at almost no cost, and at no trouble except 
protecting them, We have no doubt that 
where a township adopts the act there will 
be found enterprising nurserymen willing 
to tender for the supply in quantities, at 
very low rates, of trees of the kinds speci- 
fied in the act, namely, ash, basswood, 
beech, birch, butternut, cedar, cherry, 
chestnut, elm, hickory, maple, oak, pine, 
sassafras, spruce, walnut, whitewood,—

with her, ‘Uhen came the Married Woman's 
Property act, 1870, which entirely took 
away the right of suing husbands married 
after that act for euch debts, leaving the 
wile’s separate estate to bear the liability. 
Then the Amendment act of 1874 made a 
fresh rule of liability, enacting that hus- 
bands married after that act should only be 
liable for such debts when sued jointly with 
their wives, and then only to the amount of 
the property which they actually received 
with the latter, or ought to have received 
but for their own noglect or fraud. Lastly 
tho new act of 1882 leaves women married 
after that act and their separate estate pri- 
marily liable for their ante-nuptial debts, 
and provides that husbands are to bo liable 
for such debts to the extent of property be- 
longing to their wivea which they have ac 
quired, become entitled to from or through 
the latter ;and it further provides that hus- 
band and wife may be sued jointly, if is 
sought to establish a claim against both of 
them, Thus there are four different classes 
of husbands—those married before 1870, 
those married between 1870and 1874, those 
married between 1874 and 1882, and tho:e 
maoried since 1882,—and the rights of each 
class ara different. The question in Bell 
against Stocker affected the rights of the 
third class; and it was held that, inasmuch 
as husbands in that class can on!y be made 
liable for their wives’ ante-nuptial debts in 
an action in which they are sued jointly 
with the latter, which condition can be no 
longer fulfilled after the wives’ deaths, their 
liability comes to an end at the latter event.

“The difference of motion, of everything.

These poor Jesu- 
its have plenty to answer for without this 
double-barreled theory that they deprived 
the world of Moliere’s notes and of thirty 
years of the life of the greatest of comic 
writers. By the way, the “‘Man in the Iron 
Mask” thought he was about 60 shortly be- 
fore he died. Moliere at that date would 
have been almost fourscore.—London Dai'y 
Telegraph. 


Olive O11 in the Holy Land. 


The following is a extra:t from an inter- 
esting article contributed to the Zeitschrift 
ef the German Palestine Exploration Soci- 
ety by the Rey. F. A. Klein; 

‘The finest plantations of olives are in the 
Nablus district, but nearly every village has 
its larger or smaller grove, There is no 
doubt that the olive tree is one of the most 
yaluable products of the country, and that 
it could be made a still greater source of 
revenue than it is at present. It revuires 
but little attention, and lives andyields 
fruit even when neglected. It only requires 
grafting and alittle digging up and clear- 
ing out, and this done, it yields a plentiful 
crop in return for the small amount of pains 
bestowed upon it, The /fellaheen say that 
the vine is a siéé—a delicate town 1a who 
requires great deal of caro and attention, 
The fig, on the contrary, is a fellaha—a 
strong country woman who can flourish 
without such tender care; but the olive tree 
is a bold dedawife, who, in spite of neglect 
and hardship, remains a strong and woful 
Arab wife. The olives ripen toward the 
end of the summer ; the trees are then beat- 
en with long sticks, care being taken not 
to destroy the young leaves and shoots 
The fruit is collected and spread out on the 
roofs or somewhere,and then put into haps 
for a little while in order that it may slight 
ly ferment ; after which it is taken to the 
oil press, where itis crushed under a heavy 
mill-stono, and, packed in little straw 
baskets, is tinally pressed, 

The oil (zayt) runs into a little cemented 
cistern, from which it is drawn in leather 
bottles or large earthenware jars for carry- 
ing away. Tho /ellah uses it both forlight 
and nourishment, If ho has nothing better, 
he is content to cat some bread guaked 1 
oil, Itis also used a great deal in town 
cookery, but as a means of light it has been 
superseded by petroloum. Mach inferior 
olive oil is used for making soap, and in 
some years a great deal of oil is exported to 
Vrance and Italy, Tho ji/t, or refuse of the 
olj is used for fucl, haying great Pro 
porties of heat,

Ornamenting Glass. 


W. B. Miller contributes to Neuste 
findung a description of a rapid and prac:i- 
cal method of printing designs or labels on 

The ink employed consists of 90 
parts of French oil of turpentine, 30 parta 
of Burgundy pitch, 10 parts of pulverized 
Syrian asphalt ts of pulverized 
mastic, The are together and 
forma pasty varnish, which is spread out 
on a plate of grcund glass, from which it is 
transferred to the rubber type by means o 
a rubber roller. Ths ink mast not be put 
on too thick. Tho glass is printed with this 
ivk, and then dusted over with finely pul- 
vorized Syrian asphalt and hoated in a shoot 
iron matile until the ink and ayphalt unite 
to form a brilliant varnish. If the glass is 
to be deeply etched, tho dusting with asphalt 
must be repeated,

Education and Ucalth. 


Kuucation is too often secured at the ox- 
pense of health. When it is attained at 
such a sacrifice, it is purchased at too de: 
aprice, It were better to remain unedu- 
cated, possessing health, than to become 
educated at the expense of health, Kdu- 
cation is a desirable attainment, and almost 
indispensable “requisite inthe present stage 
ofthe world’s civilization, yet it will bo of 
little advantage to him who has ruined his 
health in obtaining it. A dogree of 
education with a sound physical system to 
enable the possessor to make use of tho 
knowledge possessed, ia far preferablo to o 
high degree of education with enfeebled 
owers of body and mind to make use of it. 
utellect rules the world, is honored and 
respected. No longer is the man possessed 
of great strength the ono honored and 
respected above others. Such a person 
may excite, for a few days, acertain degree 
of admiration, but is soon passed by and 
forgotten. yen success in war isnot wou 
by physical strength, but by intellect, 
strategy and skill, Wealth is won by 
knowledge, foresight, and good judgment 
more than by hard work, In short, all that 
sooma more desirable in life comes through 
the istellect, hence the universal desire to 
doy: lop the intellect in order that the good 
thine of life may be hai in larger measure, 
Parcats feel a pride in the mental ability 
and attainments of their children, and en- 
cottage them to greater offorty. And is not 
this night, and is it nota highly desirable 
state of aflaiis it may be asked, Cortainly 
education is desirable, and it is 
highly desirable that every one should by 
educated, but it is not desirable that tho 
oducation should be obtained at the exponse 
oftho health, Yet it isa fact that a lar 
part of our people aro injured in health dur- 
ing the progress of their education. Tho 
health of some is ruined, while that of many 
is more or leas impaired, 
Why is it that education so genorally im- 
pairs tho hoalth? Aro we so constituted 
that the deyolopmont of tho intellectual 
faculties must necessarily be obtained at 
the oxpense, or by the impairment of the 
phynical powers? Cortainly not; properly 
managed, the development of the intellect 
is fayorablo to the healthfal development of 
the physical powers, But mavagoment of 
the process of education is tho cause of the 
ill effects upon tho health, ‘loo muoh is 
attompted too carly in life, and oftontimos 
lator inlife the physical well-being is uttor- 
ly disregarded, ‘Lho brain must grow be 
foro continuous hard work is required ot it, 
just os the muecles must have timo to do 
velop before continuous manual labor can bo 
porformed, Tho ill effects of putting young 
children to hard work during the lod of 
crowth aro woll known in all manufacturing 
|towns, Boys and girls, of tho ago of seyon

Dr, Andrew Combe in his work entitled 
“Principles of Physiology,” says: “At any 
timo of lite, excessive and continued mental 
exertion is hurtful; but in infancy and early 
youth, when the structure of the brain is 
still immature and delicate, permanont 
mischief is more easily inflicted by inju- 
dicious treatment than at any subsequent 
period.” Notwithstanding these and other 
Warnings from time to time uttered by inedi- 
cal men, the evil of exvessive brain activity 
inchildren goes on, and scems likely to con- 
tinue until parents themselves comprehend 
the danger and shiold their children from 
it.

Cold Parlors. 


Progress protests ogainst cold parlors 
where guests are obliged to sit freezing 
while the heat from the furnace is turned 
upstairs, There are few furnaces which 
will heat a house thoroughly all over at the 
same time, and this is particularly the cave 
where they are “regulated,” a term that 
generally means not kept with tho full 
draught ov, while if this latter is done, 
there is equal danger that the fire will burn 
out, and the whole house get cold. Of 
course furnaces would perform properly if 
they were regularly attended to, but how 
many servants are there who are constant 
in season to go down to the cellar and look 
after the heating arrangements? Indeed, 
in mid-winter fires are the most trouble- 
some part of housekeeping, Whrn one 
considers the ashes to be taken out and the 
coal to be put in, it is enough to make the 
heart of the supervisor of fires grow faint;

The Growth of Children. 


Growth varies in different children, 
their clothes are outgrown long before they 
are worn threadbare, whileothers grow very 
slowly. A table prepared by a French 
savant gives the following data: Daring the 
first year after birth the growth in stature 
is about seven and one-half invhes; from two 
to three it is four orfiye inches; from three 
to four, an inch anda-half; from four to six, 
about two and a quarter inches annually; 
from seven to cight, two and a-half inches; 
from eigh to twelve, two inches annually; 
from twelve to thirteen, one and cight- 
tonthe; from thirteen to fourteen, two and 
a quarter inches; from fifteen to sixteen, 
two inches; from sixteen to seventcen, 
nearly two inches; and after this, though 
growth continnes until twenty-ono and 
sometimes for years after, its rate rapidly 
diminish If mothers would measure 
their children regularly on their birthdays, 
and prese they would thus 
accumulate valuable data for statisticians. 
Progressive incroase of stature is a sign of 
good health, as increaso in strides shows 
weakness of constitution or i 

health,

THK PLAN OF DOING B 


is somewhat as follows: An owner having 
a ship to insure goes to his broker with 
whom he arranges the reasonable rate of 
premium. Particulars of the risk, suchas 
name, tonnage and claes of the vessel, what 
port she will sail_from, how long her voy- 
age will take, what port she is destined for, 
are drawn up on a slip of paper, together 
with the sum to be ree and the pre- 
mium offered, Armed with this slip of pa- 
per, the broker goes to the saloon and 
submits it to ono after another of the 
underwriters seated at the tables. One will 
perhaps put down his name on the slip for 
£100; another for £150; a third for £500 
andso on, The broker or kis clerk goes 
about from table to table until he has se- 
cured acceptances to the amount he requires, 
After this a policy of insurance 15 drawn up 
and presented for final signature to each of 
the capitalists whose names haye been ob- 
tained. Sometimes, itis trne, cargoes and 
hulls amounting in value to £50,000 up to 
£200,000, have been guaranteed by a single 
signature, but this is rare. Men of great 
wealth and great nerve have been known to 
carry the insurances of several vessels on 
their unaided shoulders at one time ; but the 
usual practice is to distribute the risks in 
the way first described.

WHAT AI MEANS.

This dates only from 1834, and was origin- 
ated ‘‘ for the purpose of obtaining a faith- 
fuland accurate classification of themercantile 
shipping of the United Kingdom, andof the 
foreign vessels trading thereto.” Itis from 
this source, whose head-quartera are in 
White Lion Court, Cornhill, that a ship 
receives the character which is designated 
by the cabalistic letters and numbers that 
have become so familiar, To say that a 
ship is Al at Lloyd’s means that she hos 
been inspected by surveyor of this Azso- 
ciation and has been accorded by the sub- 
committee the highest class of their regis- 
ter, Tho ‘A’ signifies that the ship her- 
self is thoroughly sound and sea-wortby. 
and the figure ‘1’ denotes that she is first- 
rato in all her equipments—her anchors; 
boats, rigging, pumps, io short her out-fit, 
After a few years, more or less according 
toher build and materials, sheis removed from 
the Al list and classed as ‘A red’ for about 
half the period she stood in the top rank. 
Thence she goes into ‘3,’ next into ‘Kh,’ 
finally into ‘Class 1,’ after which Lloyd's 
Register knows her no more, Sho is honce- 
forth an unclassed ship, and must make ho 
way as best she can without a character or 
submit to bo broken up,—Monelary Zines
